I. they really want 
to bring the Mideast back to nor­ 
mal why don’t they invite other 
countries to confer?” 
The broad hint that Khrushchev 
would like to attend such a Sum­ 
mit conference came as the British 
press WMS still speculating on the 
possibility of such a meeting de­ 
spite Friday's foreign office de­ 
nial. 
The morning, evening and night­ 
time 
Moscow 
blasts against 
the 
West stepped up in tempo as the 
United Nations prepared for for­ 
mal debate next Tuesday on the 
Syrian crisis. 
Say Crisis Artificial 
The Western powers insisted the 
crisis was an artificial one built 
up solely by Moscow, and describ­ 
ed as fantastic repeated Moscow 
charges the United States was urg­ 
ing Turkey to attack Syria. 
Moscow also accused U. S. As­ 
sistant U ndersecretary of State Loy 
Henderson of flying to the Mid­ 
east last August to try to get Iraq, 
Jordan, Israel and Turkey to attack 
| Syria. 
Iraq and Jordan refused, 
the broadcast said. 
Turkey still appeared calm de­ 
spite the unprecedented propagan­ 
da attacks by Moscow. 
United Press correspondent Rus­ 
sell Jones reported from Ankara

SIU Country Column

The so} bean harvest is getting 
into full swing on Southern Illi­ 
nois farms, and most corn fields 
are getting to the m ature stage, 
i With the season running somewhat 
late this year and grain slower in 
drying 
out, 
farmers 
should 
be 
aware of the need for good stor­ 
age practices to protect and m ain­ 
tain the quality of the newly-har­ 
vested grain. 
The grain moisture content must 
be right for storage. 
Unless un­ 
usually clean and not to be stored 
for longer than a year, shelled 
corn—as w’ell as wheat, oats, and 
barley—should not have a m oisture 
content 
exceeding 
13 
per 
cent, 
i Clean, dry grain is not so attrac­ 
tive to insects nor as favorable to 
their propagation as is dirty or 
high moisture grain. Grain intend­ 
ed for use as food may be treated 
I with 
certain 
protective 
powders 
which are spread over the surface 
of a load of grain, or applied to ? 
, the stream of grain as it is elevated 
into the bin. 
Such powders, prop 
erly applied, may effectively pro­ 
tect 
the grain 
for six 
to 
nine 
months, although they are less ef­ 
fective if the tem perature or the 
moisture content is high. 
Neither 
j will they help much if the grain 
already is infested with insects. 
| 
Before putting new crop grains 
into storage bins, do a good bin 
I cleaning job. 
Remove all waste 
I grain from cracks, corners, and 
! floor—outside as well as inside. 
If empty bins are insect infested, 
spray with a disinfectant, such as 
2.5 per cent DDT or methoxychlor. 
A home-mixed spray composed of 
dorm ant tree spray oil, lye, a n d 1 
water will do well, too. 
For IO 
gallons of mixture use one gallon 
of the spray oil. three ounces of! 
lye, and nine gallons of water. One 
gallon will cover 50 square feet of 
bin surface.

lifted into a world of sheer beauty and har­ 
mony. W hen the last notes of the symphony 
died away spontaneous applause greeted the 
director and the musicians. 
W h a t a thrill it would be to play in a great 
orchestra, I thought. Each instrument must 
be perfectly in tune, but until they play to­ 
gether there can never be the harmony or the 
volume of a symphony. 
T h a t’s the way it is with life. W e may 
strive to find joy and beauty alone. But only 
when we tune our lives with our Creator do 
we discover the abundant life. 
Then united with fellow Christians in the 
Church, with Jesus Christ the Leader, we 
discover beauty and harmony, not only in 
this life but for all eternity.

'The Christian Minister' 


I Corinthians 9:1-2; 13-22; 26,27 
GOLDEN 
TEXT: 
“How then 
shall they call on him whom they 
have not believed? 
And how shall 
they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? 
And how shall 
they hear without a preacher?” 
(Romans 10:4). 
INTRODUCTION — How may 
one know whether or not he should 
become a minister? 
This question 
is often asked by young people 
who feel that perhaps the ministry 
should be their life’s work. 
What should be your attitude to­ 
ward those who are in the minis­ 
try? 
There are many wrong im­ 
pressions on the part of both men 
and women as to the answer to 
this question. 
The call to become a minister 
of the gospel is a high calling. 
This call comes from God. 
Per­ 
haps no greater honor can come 
to any person than to be called 
by God to become a minister. Also, 
no greater responsibility can be 
laid upon the shoulders of a per­ 
son, because the eternal destiny 
of the souls of men become his re- 
sponsibiltiy. 
This lesson today answers some 
of the questions concerning the 
minister. 
I—GOD CALLS AND SENDS 
MINISTERS (V. 1-2) 
To some the work of a minister 
of the gospel appears to be attrac­ 
tive. 
Once in a while a young 
person actually attempts to become 
a minister simply because it does 
appear to be attractive. 
Without 
exception these people fail to be­ 
come successful in the work of 
the ministry. 
Why is this? 
The answer is 
very simple. God did not call them 
to become ministers. Since He did 
not extend the call, then He did 
not place His blessings upon their 
work. 
Mothers, dads and grandparents 
sometimes try to call a young per 
son to the ministry. A young man 
told me recently that it was his 
grandfather who called him to be­ 
come a preacher. This young man 
was miserable. 
He wanted to be 
a teacher in our public schools. 
His loved ones exerted unfair in­ 
fluence on him to “force” him to 
become a preacher. Let me repeat, 
men cannot call others into the 
ministry. 
Only God can extend 
such a call, and when He does, 


| the one called will know it. 
(We have two sons. 
It has been 
; a temptation to me many times to 
! try to tell them that God would 
want them to be minister. 
Yet, 
how do I know what God wants 
rn ysons to become. This is a mat­ 
ter 
strictly 
between 
them 
and 
God.) 


II—MINISTERS “LIVE BY 
THE GOSPEL” (V. 13-14) 
When a man knows that God has 
called him into the ministry, he 
can face all kinds of trials fear­ 
lessly, When serious problems and 
opposition arise (and they will, if 
he preaches the gospel) he knows 
that (kid stands by his side. 
With- 
j out the knowledge and assurance 
I of God’s presence, the “would-be” 
minister 
is 
whipped 
before 
he 
starts. 


Certainly, no true minister of the 
gospel will place a price tag on 
his ministry. 
He is to live by the 
gospel. 
Those whom he serves 
have the responsibility of looking 
after his material needs. 
In some 
church families the pastor has been 
sadly neglected. Any pastor should 
be taken care of by his people. He 
has financial responsibilities the 
same as any other man in the 
church. 
He is expected to dress 
himself and his family better than 
the average person in the commu­ 
nity. 
His family get hungry just 
the same as do other people. 
Paul makes it quite clear in vers­ 
es 7-15 that the minister is "worthy 
of his hire.” 
III—FREE FROM MEN— 
SERVANT TO ALL (V. 15-19) 
The minister is ready at all times 
to meet the needs of the poorest 
of people. 
He makes no charge 
for his services. 
The pastor is of­ 
ten as highly trained as the medi­ 
cal doctor, yet, he renders his serv­ 
ices to all people alike, and with­ 
out charge. 
Many times a pastor 
is called upon to conduct funeral 
services, or, to render other serv 
ices for people outside his church 
family. 
It is good when he can 
say to them: 
“My church family 
pays me a good salary and makes 
it possible for me to render this 
service to you without charge.” 
This makes the pastor “free from 
all men and servant to all.” 
CONCLUSION (V. 26-27) When 
a man knows that he has been call- 
• ed by God into the ministry be can
